bonds from the master of the same that he will re- 
move them, within a specified time, and subjecting 
them to imprisonment in the meanwhile. We have 
long since ceased to regard with astonishment any 
exhibition of subserviency fo the interests of sla- 
very on the part of this most venal print; but we 
confess we did not think any man could be found 
north of the kingdom of Quattlebum who would 
utter such views as the following: 

“ Self preservation, it is said, is the first law of 
nature ; and whether in Connecticut or South Car- 
olina, when the necessity of a particular measure 
for that end is believed to exist, it will be enforced. 
The sentiments uttered at some recent meetings of 
colored persons at the North, Mow that with even 
less safety could they be permitted to mingle with 
the slaves of the South, than the South Carolina In- 
dians of 1715 could with the Indians of Connecti- 
cut. Besides it is a question whether the Consti- 

tution of the United States, in providing that “the 
citizens of each State shell be entitled to all the 
the privileges and immunities of citizens in thé sev- 
eral States,” intended to confer upon one State the 
power of defining what class of persons shall be 
regarded as citizens in another. If South Carolina 
treats the inhabitants of another State as well as 
she treats her own inhabitants of the same Class, 
conceding to them the same “privileges and immu- 
nities,” the spirit of the Constitution is perhaps 
complied with. 

So, then, “the spirit of the Constitution is com- 
Plied with” if South Carolina dictates to Massa- 
chusetts the conditions on which she shall confer 
the Privileges of citizenship, and on whom she 
shall confer them, and the latter submits, with be- 
coming docility to the ukase of the chivalry ! The 
Constitution declares that “citizens of each state 
shall be entitled to all the privileges and immupi- 
ties of citizens in the several states.” The meaning 
and intent of this provision is so plain that a child 
can understand it. It means simply and only that

Metropolitan Churches. 


It is of course to be expected and desired, that 
Churches should be gathered and planted in our 
larger cities, Christianity first unfurled the banner 
of the cross at Jerusalem—a multitude believed 
and a large church was gathered. ‘The same was 
true of Antioch and of the more important cities 
of Greece anid Rome. 

But it is well known that the influence which 
these Churches possessed, from locality and other 
advenitious circumstances, soon became an ele- 
ment of power, equally unfavorable to their own 
purity, and to the purity and independence of the 
Churches around them. The Churches at Jerusa- 
lem, Antioch and Rome, are illustrations of this. 
Their numbers and their wealth, and doubtless, in 
some cases, their imtelligence, gave them a com- 
mendary influence, and enabled them to secure the 
service of men of talent, learning, and eloquence 
in the ministry. 


Asa consequence, they soou began to assume a 
prachcal supremacy in matters of faith and disci 
pline ; to be regarded as the standards of ortho- 
doxy ; to be invested with judicial power, as tribu- 
nals of appeal; and the Churches gradually came 
to acknowledge this, till what was at first a simple 
matter of prudence or expediency, settled down in- 
to an imperious theory, and the Metropolitan 
Churches, at length claimed “de jure” a judicial 
and Legislative supremary, and their Pastors be- 
came Metropolitan Bishops. Thus the original pol- 
ity of the Church was lost, and the primitive inde- 
pendency of the Churches yielded to the pressure 
of concession, utility, and of a seemingly necessay 
expedincy. It was thought they were not capable 
of self government and discipline ; hence general 
councils; the concentration of power in a religious 
oligarchy—the Bishops, in the infallibility of the 
Pope. 

The Churches, as such, could not propagate the 
Jaith, certainly not, if they could not keep it. Rome 
must decide what Christianity is; call, educate, in- 
struct, charge and support missionaries ; for depen- 
dence secures submission, and submission—abyject 
submission—is essential to autocracy. 

It is true these changes were wrought by slow— 
by almost imperceptible degrees; but the issue the 
world has seen and felt. It would scarcely seem 
possible that influences so feeble in their beginnings 
changes so slight, and apparently unimportant— 
such small deviations from the true Christian polity, 
could at length come to diverge so immeasurably 
from the original, as to result in the ufter annihila- 
tion of the Christian spirit, and the Christian or- 
ganization.

It bids us beware how we entrust to the wisdom, 
learning and piety of others, responsonsibilities 
which are our own. Churches in the country have 
no ryght to hand over the work of the world’s con- 
version, to churches in the city. Nor to yield the 
exclusive oversight and control of these weighty 
matters to city Pastors and Deacons, and men of 
influence, nor to transfer their independent 
responsibility in this matter, to a Missionury Un- 
ion of Anti-ecclesiastical, not to say of Anti- 
Christian polity. 

We wish to awaken no unnecessary suspicions, 
least of all, alienations or needless jealousies—God 
forbil. We would prevent them rather by the 
Apostolic admonition, timely given, to “shun the 
appearance of evil.” 

But recent developements show that there is oc- 
casion for these reflections, and that too in more 
directions than one. ‘The alledged betrayal of trust 
by the late Executive of the Bible Society, which 
has called forth such decided, and in many cases, 
acrimonivos censure from the religious press, is 


It is the system of transfering ecclesiastical re- 
sponsibility and power to irresponsible agencies, 
which is wrong—to Boards, Executive Commit- 
tees, presiding oflicers, accountable only to them- 
selyes—at best,but indirectly to a mired constituen- 
cy. It is the system of the Papacy that makes 
the Pope. It is the system of Jesuitism, that 
makes the Jesuit. ‘To maintain the Papacy, the 
man in St. Peter’s chair must be Pope, that is a 
bad man. A good man would do violence to the 
system. So of us; itis not our men so much, but 
our syslems which are wrong. Bad systems make 
bad men. The wisdom of God foresaw that it 
would not be safe to trust the executive resposibil- 
ity of his kingdom to one Church, or to one man. 
Christ therefore vested it in individual, independent 
Churches, and it were treason to transfer it. 

This one Churchism, and one man-ism, whether 
in the country or city, is the scriptural Anti-Christ: 
Is there not reason to fear, that even now, Anti 
Christ is in the world. Let us beware then, lest 
any man spoil us of our completeness of organiza- 
tion, as the body of Christ—as the Church— 
through which, he intends to make known to prin- 
cipalities and power, the manifold wisdom of
